Mk.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1956. 

Before  doing  so  I should  like  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the  late  Councillor 
R.  A.  Marriott,  a member  of  the  Highways  and  Sanitary  Committee,  who 
died  recently. 

The  chief  vital  statistics  for  the  Borough  are  given  in  Section  A. 
The  Birth  rate  16.71  per  1 ,000  of  population  showed  a rise  on  the  previous 
year  when  it  was  13.93.  The  death  rate  10.41  per  1,000  of  population 
showed  a fall  on  the  previous  year  when  it  was  12.56.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  Maternal  causes  and  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  year 
was  Nil. 

The  Health  Services  available  for  the  area  are  given  in  Section  B. 

The  next  Section  C,  deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area 
and  the  problem  associated  with  sewage  disposal  is  enlarged  upon.  The 
type  of  crude  sewage  that  these  works  have  to  cope  with  is  very  strong, 
due  to  large  quantities  of  trade  effluents,  and  a satisfactory  method  of 
dealing  with  this  type  of  crude  sewage  presents  a very  difficult  problem. 

Section  D concerns  Housing  and  an  account  of  the  progress  made 
during  the  year  is  given.  It  will  also  be  seen  in  this  section  that  a start 
has  been  made  on  the  Council's  five  year  Slum  Clearance  programme. 

Once  again  in  Section  E which  deals  with  the  Inspection  and  Super- 
vision of  food,  it  is  suggested  that  milk  and  ice-cream  sampling  should  be 
carried  out  in  the  Borough. 

in  Section  F,  which  is  concerned  with  the  Prevention  and  Control  of 
Infectious  Diseases,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a considerable  fall  in 
the  numbers  of  such  diseases  during  the  year.  This  was  due  mainly  to 
the  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles.  1 am  pleased  to  note  a slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year,  but 
there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement.  The  area  has  been  free  from 
Diphtheria  for  a period  of  12  years,  which  fact  does  credit  to  the  Immu- 
nisation Campaign  against  this  disease.  During  the  year  vaccination 
against  Poliomyelitis  was  commenced.  Only  a limited  quantity  of 
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vaccine  was  available  but  in  the  future  it  is  hoped  that  the  supply  will  be 
sufficient  to  inoculate  all  who  wish  to  have  their  children  protected. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Drury  left  this  authority  on  the  15th  July,  1956,  to  take 
up  an  appointment  with  the  Dartford  R.D.C.,  Kent.  He  had  been  with 
the  Borough  Council  as  Surveyor/Sanitary  Inspector  since  9th  June,  1947, 
and  I wish  him  success  in  his  new  appointment.  His  successor,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Plummer  took  up  duties  on  1st  September,  1956. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Highways  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  during  the 
year  and  Mr.  Plummer  for  his  ever  ready  assistance  and  co-operation.  I 
should  also  like  to  thank  him  for  data  supplied  for  this  report  and  finally 
to  thank  Miss  Pearson  for  her  able  assistance  in  helping  to  compile  this 
report.

Deaths — 38  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  which  gives  a rate 
of  10.41  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was 
12.56.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1956  was  11.7  The 
following  table  shows  a comparison  between  the  deaths  rates  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County,  and  the  Borough  over  the  last 
five  years  :

Illegitimate  Births  — One  illegitimate  birth  was  registered  which  gives 
a rate  of  16.38  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year 
was  39.21 .

Infant  Mortality  — No  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  and  so 
the  rate  is  Nil  which  is  very  pleasing  to  report.  The  rate  for  the  previous 
year  was  39.21  per  1,000  live  births.  In  1956  the  Infant  Mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  23.8. 

Neonatal  Mortality— This  is  a sub-division  of  the  Infant  Mortality 
rate  and  concerns  deaths  of  infants  within  28  days  of  independent 
existence.  No  deaths  occurred  in  this  sub-division  and  so  the  rate  is  Nil. 
The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  19.60.  The  following  table  shows  a 
comparison  between  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  for  a period  of  five  years  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Services — There  are  two  Laboratories  which  serve  the 
area.  These  are  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  and  the 
Laboratory  at  Kettering  General  Hospital.  The  Kettering  Laboratory 
provides  further  facilities  at  the  Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough  and  the 
Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hayway,  Rushden,  where  specimens  can  be  sent 
for  examination.  Milk,  ice-cream  and  water  samples  are  sent  to  the 
Northampton  Laboratory.  The  assistance  received  from  Dr.  Hoyle  and 
Dr.  V oss  during  the  year  was  much  appreciated. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  supply  of  this  and  stocks  are  kept  at  : 

Northampton  General  Hospital 
Rushden  House  Sanatorium 
Kettering  General  Hospital 

Ambulance  Service— The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this 
service  and  the  area  is  adequately  covered. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Helps — These  services  are  supplied 
by  the  County  Council  and  the  assistance  received  from  the  County 
Medical  Officer  in  the  provision  of  Home  Helps  for  cases  referred,  is  much 
appreciated. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  on 
the  2nd  and  4th  Thursda}^  of  the  month  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Methodist 
Church  Rooms,  High  Street.  This  centre  is  run  by  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation — The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  are 
responsible  for  the  provision  of  these  services  which  are  as  follows  :

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — No  action  was  found  necessary  under 
Section  47  of  this  Act. 

In  certain  circumstances  it  is  desirable  for  old  folks  to  go  to  Park 
Hospital.  With  such  cases  every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  them  to 
go  in  voluntarily.  The  Higham  Ferrers  Old  Folks  Committee  continues 
to  carry  out  its  excellent  work  in  the  Borough  and  successful  Darby  and 
Joan  Clubs  and  Chiropody  services  are  run.  Members  of  the  Committee 
visit  regularly  old  folks  from  the  Borough  in  the  Park  Hospital,  Welling- 
borough.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply — The  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Joint  Water  Board 
are  responsible  for  the  supply  to  the  town. 

Source — The  source  of  supply  is  the  same  as  last  year,  Sywell 
Reservoir  and  wells  in  the  river  gravels  at  Wollaston. 


Treatment — Water  is  first  filtered  and  then  chlorinated  before  being 
pumped  into  the  mains  for  distribution.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage— In  my  1954  Annual 
Report  a full  description  of  the  new  sewage  works  was  given.  Briefly 
treatment  of  crude  sewage  is  as  follows  : 

Crude  sewage  is  led  to  four  Detritus  tanks,  here  settlement  and 
screening  of  larger  organic  matter  and  heavy  grit  takes  place.  In  times 
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of  storms,  storm  water  flows  over  a weir  into  storm  tanks  from  here. 
From  the  detritus  tanks  sewage  flows  to  three  main  settling  tanks. 
Settlement  should  take  place  in  these  tanks.  Sludge  is  drawn  off  from 
these  tanks  by  hydrostatic  pressure.  Sewage  should  take  14  hours  to 
pass  through  these  tanks.  From  this  sewage  passes  to  a primary  dosing 
chamber  and  on  to  the  four  primary  filters.  Effluent  is  spread  over 
these  beds  by  rotary  arms.  From  this  the  effluent  is  collected  in  two 
primary  humus  tanks  and  from  this  to  the  two  secondary  filter  beds. 
The  effluent  is  collected  from  these  beds  into  a secondary  humus  tank  and 
from  this  the  final  effluent  is  run  into  the  River  Nene. 

Due  to  the  very  strong  trade  effluents  that  have  to  be  dealt  with  at 
these  works  and  the  fact  that  about  50%  of  the  crude  sewrage  is  made  up 
of  trade  waste,  these  works  are  not  functioning  efficiently.  Satisfactory 
settlement  is  not  taking  place  in  the  settlement  tanks  and  the  suspended 
solids  passing  on  to  the  filter  beds  interferes  with  the  biological  action 
that  should  take  place  at  this  stage  of  purification.  Life  in  the  beds  is 
killed  by  the  strong  sewage  and  the  final  effluent  as  it  flows  into  the  river 
is  not  satisfactory.  The  only  solution  to  this  difficult  problem  would 
appear  to  be  pre-treatment  of  these  strong  trade  effluents  either  indi- 
vidually at  trade  premises  or  collectively  at  the  sewage  works.  Further 
information  may  be  gathered  by  comparing  the  results  of  chemical  analy- 
sis made  of  crude  sewage  and  final  effluent  which  was  as  follows  :

Closet  Accommodation — With  the  exception  of  eight  outlying 
premises,  the  remainder  are  all  connected  to  the  main  sewers  and  have 
a water  carriage  system  for  disposal.  The  eight  premises  not  con- 
nected have  the  following  methods  of  disposal  : 

5 — septic  tanks  or  cesspools. 

2 — pail  closets. 

1 — chemical  closet. 

Disinfection — Two  premises  were  disinfected  following  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  and  3 articles  of  bedding  destroyed.  Arrangements 
exist  with  Rushden  U.D.C.  for  disinfection  of  articles  of  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.,  at  their  Disinfection  Station. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 — The  following  is  a sum- 
mary of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  : 

Sewage  Works — four  treatments. 

Refuse  Tip— three  treatments. 

Business  premises — two  treatments. 

Private  premises — nine  treatments,  involving  16  houses. 

Mice — private  dwellings — two  treatments.

Movable  Dwellings — One  site  in  the  Borough  is  licensed  for  six 
caravans.  A second  site  is  licensed  for  one  caravan  and  is  occupied  in 
connection  with  a small  holding. 

Informal  action  had  to  be  taken  in  one  instant  with  regard  to  the 
parking  of  caravans  on  unlicensed  premises. 


SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 


In  1956  work  commenced  on  the  erection  of  22  houses  and  6 flats. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  15  of  these  houses  were  nearing  completion.  This 
will  allow  for  the  re-housing  of  persons  in  Refuge  Terrace  Clearance  Area, 
an  area  that  was  confirmed  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  War. 

During  the  year  twenty-two  private  houses  were  built  and  a further 
seven  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  period. 

239  Council  houses  have  been  built  in  the  Borough  since  the  War 
and  72  private  houses.

(a)  7.2%;  (b)  58.19%;  (c)  10.30%;  (d)  5.44%;  (e)  12.10%;  (/)  6.71%. 

On  consideration  of  list  of  applicants  it  will  be  seen  that  the  list 
can  be  reduced  very  considerably.  Already  persons  in  (a),  12,  have 
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been  rehoused  ; (b)  will  be  dealt  with  when  the  Council  carries  out  its 
five  year  Slum  Clearance  programme  ; (c)  are  living  in  houses  which  are 
not  in  the  five  year  programme  ; (d)  concerns  persons  living  outside  the 
area  as  also  does  (e),  and  finally  (f)  could  only  mean  persons  arranging  a 
transfer  from  a Council  house  in  one  authority  with  someone  living  in 
the  Borough  and  wishing  to  exchange. 

This  would  reduce  the  list  to  96  and  this  number  covers  a five  year 


programme. 


SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  and  Dairies — The  situation  remains  the  same  as  reported  in 
last  year’s  annual  report.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  are  responsible  for  producers  and  sample  milk  from  that  source 
and  the  County  Council  is  the  licensing  authority  for  pasteurised  plants 
and  sample  pasteurised  milk.  The  local  authority  is  responsible  for  the 
distribution  side  in  the  area  and  in  my  opinion  should  take  samples.  The 
results  of  samples  taken  by  the  Ministry  Inspectors  or  the  County  Council 
are  not  made  known  to  this  authority.  Licences  held  in  the  Borough 
are  as  follows  :
